In an effort to keep the streets | 
of Sierra Madre in a more sight-1 
ly aud sanitary condition, the | 
City Street Department, under; 
tue direction of Supt. Earl J. | 
nynUe, is sending out postal card i 
notices to all noines, caning at- | 
leulioii to the pioper tune lor 
pulling out garbage, rubbish and 
tree trimmings tor free coliec- ' 
tiou by the city. j 

This department, in order to - 
operate economically, must not j 
be expected to haul away rubbish, j 
Mr. Lynde states, except on cer-' 
tain specilied days, lie calls at- \ 
tenliou paiTicuiuriy to the prac¬ 
tice of some people of placing 
tree trimnungs and similar rub- 
oish in the streets at any tune 
with the expecluliou that it would ; 
be carted away. ' 

The city has been doing this at I 
greatly unnecessary .expense in 
order to keep the streets clean,; 
but now after due notice has been 
served upon residents, Mr. Lynde \ 
announces that no collection will 
be made on days other than those ^ 
set aside for that purpose, and 
that owners setting out trash at; 
any other time will be required 
to move same within 24 hours or j 
the city will remove it and charge i 
i the expense to the owner. ' 

I Tree and shrubbery trimmings ^ 
jwill be removed the first Wed-; 
nesday of each month in that 
section of the city east of Bald¬ 
win, and on the last Wednesday > 
of each month in that part of: 
town west of Baldwin. The same 
collection dates apply to rubbish : 
! collection such as tin cans and ^ 
j other matter than cannot be 
i burned, but all this matter should 
be kept separate from trimmings 
and similar rubbish. All such 
matter should be placed on the 
i curb the day before collection. 

I Garbage will be collected as 
I usual each Tuesday and Satur-

State Horticulture Depart¬ 
ment States It Ha.s No 
Jurisdiction 

Work of Planning Commis¬ 
sion Is Commended by

j of the board of trustees to .see if 
lit is possible for the authirities 
; to draft an ordinance covering 
j the so-called nuisance. 

' A letter from the Madera Co. 

I Chamber of Commerce called at- 
I tention to the fact that water 
I rights in Southern California are 
I not taxable under the constitu- 
I tion. An amendment to lernedy 
. this defect will be presented to 
the next legislature and sub.se- 
quently. in all probability, to a 
vote of the people. Water tights 
in California are estimated to be 
worth millions of dollars, the us¬ 
ual estimate basing the valui. per 
inch at $1,000. Tho public usu¬ 
ally suffers when such right.- are 
I taken from private ownershij. for 
; public use. when the value is 
boosted up to the highest pitch. 

If such rights were mad- tax¬ 
able, the owner wou'd be permit¬ 
ted to assess hl.s own vaUie for 
taxation purposes, and would not 
be able to place a subsequent fic¬ 
titious value upon the right in 
case of exercise of the right of 
eminent domain by city, county 
or state.

And since the writer is scarce¬ 
ly acquainted with the teaching 
staff, we can say without fear of 
criticism that the product proves 
the workman.

doubtful equipment, and Sierra > 
Madre children to work on, can |
